Approximately 600,000 coal miners quit work last night to en- 


force new wage contracts, according to union reports from all 
bituminous and anthracite fields. The idle miners include 500,000 
union men and some 100,000 non-union men, according to union 
tabulation. 


A number of coal diggers in Illinois and other places left the 


mines at the close of work yesterday afternoon, although the strike 
began officially at midnight. 


The federal government decided not to take any action at present, 


as the situation was not deemed critical. 


The only oasis in the strike area was Kentucky, where 5,000 union j 


men continued work because their contract .runs another year. 


Kansas miners were ordered out despite an order of the industrial 


court extending the present contracts one month.

Union officials ordered 13,000 men to remain in the mines to j 


protect property from damages incident to non-operation.

Is 1,450 Mile* Distant — Concert* An Now Being Broadcasted Three Tine. Weekly — Defi- 
nite Announcement of Future Operations of the Plant Are Soon to Be Made. 


A radio broadcasting station, more 


tt'ny now sending out 
powerful than 
program*, has been Installed by the 
General Electric Company at its plant 
In Schenectady. 


From the roof of a flve story fac- 


tory building-, two towers 183 icet high 
and spaced 350 feet apart, support an 
antenna at such height as to give the 
•wireless waves unobstructed frnedom 
to travel equally well at a speed of 
186,000 miles per second In all direc- 
tions. 


This station has not been regularly 


operated nor has advance announee- 
menta been made of the Impromptu or 
test programs sent out, which would 
cause amateurs to be listening,' yet, 
letters have been received from such 
distant points as Cedar Kaplds, Iowa, 
Minneapolis, and Santa Clare. Cuba, 
the latter place 1450 miles distance, 
announcing that the programs have 
been heard. These reports come from 
operators who. In an evenings experi- 
menting with their receiving sets, have 
accidently come upon the waves from 


vacuum' tubes which Increases their 
volume thousands 
of times; 
The 


amplified rounds are then put Into a 
wire and lent to the broadcasting 
station, where they enter another bank 
of vacuum .tubes, known as modula- 
tors or moulders of the electric waves. 


Direct current at a high voltage la 


neceesary for the operation of a trans- 
mitting station. To obtain this, a 220- 
volt alternating current line, which is 
but IJttlo higher than the voltage used 
for lighting purposes In the home. Is 
boosted to 30,000 volts by meau of 
a tranformer. - This voltage Is then 
applied to a number of vacuum tubes, 
acting as rectifiers, which change the 
voltage to direct current. Placed be- 
tween the rectifier and the modulator 
or moulding .tubes. Is a high power 
osclHe-tor tube. 
The electric power 


entering this.tube sets the ether Into 
vibration and.upon these vibrations 
the electric .waves; molded Into shape 
In the modulatof^tubes. are sent to the 
antenna'to go out into space.
